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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
35 US.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 USC 101 because they disclose a claimed invention that is an 
abstract idea as defined in the case In re Warmerdam, 33 3 F 3d 1354, 31 USPQ 2d 1754 (Fed. 
Cir. 1994). 

Analysis'. Claims 1-20 disclosed by the applicant as being a "method for projecting 
communication relationships within automation solutions". Since the claims are each a series of 
steps to be performed on a computer the processes must be analyzed to determine whether they 
are statutory under 35 USC 101. 

Examiner interprets that the claims 1-20 are non-statutory because they do not disclose 
that how a an automation solution in engineering system has been created and automation objects 
are merely software modules which takes input and output with predefined values for 
calculations, and then connecting an output of an automation object to an another automation 
object and then assigning after creating an automation solution. . .". Applicant submit no 
substance that how/what is the dynamic or the steps of this method for objects to automate the 
solution with interconnected automated objects and produce a useful results so that its 
functionality can be realized. Applicant recites creating, connecting and assigning automation 
solutions but does not depict useful results by using any automation solutions to a practical 
application. Thus claims 1-20 are non-statutory and rejected under 35 USC 101.
